With Arrest of Dad's Slayer 


TOMPKINSVILLE. Ky. (AP)— 
“I wanted to do it worse than 
anything in my life,” said Welby 
Lee. 
He spoke after 18‘k years of 
dogged search resulted in the ar­ 
rest of a man on murder charges 
in connection with the hit-and-run 
death of Lee’s father. 
“I just kept thinking that some­ 
day I would hit the right 3pot.” 
Newt Lee, 64, was killed on 
New Year’s Eve 1944 by a car 
that hit him as he was crossing 
a road in a driving rain. A wit­ 
ness Newt Lee’s granddaughter 
—then 16, said the car stopped, 
the driver walked back to look at 
the body, returned to the auto, 
drove a few feet, returned to the 
scene, then roared away. 
The only clue was an automo­ 
bile bumper guard. 
“I was very close to my fa­ 
ther. We were in the lumber 
business together. I was deter­ 
mined to find those men,” said 
Welby Lee Monday night after the 
arrest in Indianapolis on second 
degree murder charges of Grover 


Jones, 54, a handyman. 
Witnesses said two men were 
in the car. Lee said, “We know 
who the other man was. He will 
be taken into custody later 
“I would estimate I spent a 
total of four years’ time in the 
search,” said Lee. 50. “I traveled 
70,000 miles, mostly in Kentucky 
Indiana, 
Ohio 
a xxi 
Tennessee, 
talking to people—all lands of peo­ 
ple. 
“I hit lots of dead erxis, but 
never thought of giving up Then, 
in January 1962, we hit the right 
trail. An m-law of Jones put us 
on it. For 18 months I gathered 
evidence. 
“I walked into the authorities' 
office in Clay County, Term., and 
gave them a book with 153 pages 
of evidence. I realized that after 
18 years, a half job just wouldn t 
do.” 
Indianapolis police said Tennes­ 
see authorities traced the safe ai 
the bumper guard to Jones.

Wednesday to modrtiglht Sunday, 
topped the previous tour-day In­ 
dependence Day high of 509 set 
in 1961. The National Safety Coun 
cil bad estimated a death toll of

This clearly indicated that the 
Russians do not intend to suspend 
the talks with the Chinese in the 
Lenin Hills villa overlooking Mos­ 
cow. 
No news leaked out of these 
talks between teams headed by 
Miikhail Suslov, top Soviet ideolog­ 
ical expert, and Teng Hsiao-ping, 
his Chinese counterpart. Western 
observers have been convinced 
since before the talks started that 
they would produce no significant 
agreement. 
Spaak refused to give details of 
his talks with Khrushchev in Kiev, 
500 miles away.

CHICAGO (AP)—A stepped-up 
drive for greater racial Integra-1 
tiom in public schools—North and 
South—is being prepared by Ne*

week. 
Roy Wilkins, NA ACP ex ecutive

Wilkins said that historic steps 
to eliminate racial imbalance and 
segregation have been taken in 
New York.

State Educators Pass 
Word on Democracy 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Ohio's 
local boards of education will be 
getting this word from the parent 
state board soon: 
\ suggestion that a1! boards, ad­ 
ministrators and teachers "inten­ 
sify their efforts to strengthen all 
spects of our democratic w a y of 
life" with "additional emphasis to 
our democratic ideals in contrast 
to totalitarian ideologies and prac­ 
tices.” 
The State Board of Education 
adopted a resolution to this effect 
at Monday ’s meeting. 'TTiere was 
no debate on the proposal, pre­ 
sented last month by board mem­ 
ber Robert Walker of Adena, and 
there were just two dissenters— 
P a ul Walker of Columbus a nd 
John W. Morrison of Aurora. 
Backers of the resolution said 
they don’t believe strong teaching 
efforts to contrast Americanism 
with Communism will conflict with 
Ohio’s so-called “Spirit of 476” 
law. The I a w req uires that s t u- 
dents complete specified courses 
in the American way of life before 
they can be grounded in foreign 
ideologies. 
In another major action, the 
state board authorized an organ­ 
izational study of Ohio’s 800-plus 
school districts aimed at achiev­ 
ing more effective use of the hinds 
available to the schools.

To Be Sought in Schools 


CHICAGO (AP)—A stepped-up 
drive for greater racial integra­ 
tion in public schools—North and 
South—is being prepared by Ne­ 
gro groups in cities throughout 
the country. 
The blueprint was adopted at 
the convention of the National As­ 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People in Chicago last 
week. 
Roy Wilkins, NAACP executive 
secretary, toM the meeting that 
such a drive is being pressed in 
70 cities in 15 Northern stales 
In the South, other phases of 
the 
broad desegregation 
move­ 
ment are more pressing and im­ 
mediately productive as a rule 
delegates were told Branches and 
state conferences of the NAACP 
were urged to “mount a vigorous 
effort accelerating the pace ol 
s c h o o l desegregation e v e r y ­ 
where." 
Wilkins said that historic steps 
to eliminate racial imbalance and 
segregation have been taken in 
New York, New Jersey and Cali­ 
fornia, and court victories are 
being won, district by district, in 
other states. 
But, he said, “until our demand 
for more sweeping efforts by gov­ 
ernment is met, our children will 
be cheated of their futures.’ 
Why is it important from the 
Negro viewpoint? 
Dr. Annabelle Carey Prescott, 
a veteran Negro teacher, prin­ 
cipal and humans relations direc­ 
tor in 
Chicago’s 
public 
school 
system, 
says, 
“encapsulated 
schooling of youngsters is not a 
sound preparation for life. We 
must come, and quickly, to a sit­ 
uation in which all young people 
can meet and learn to associate 
in their formative years.” 
In its program adopted at Chi­ 
cago, the NAACP said that seg­ 
regated schools “are psychologi­ 
cally and educationally harmful 
to all children, Negro and white.”

State Educators Pass 
Word on Democracy 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Ohio’s 
local boards of education will be 
getting this word from the parent 
state board soon: 
\ suggestion that all boards, ad­ 
ministrators and teachers “inten­ 
sify their efforts to strengthen all 
spects of our democratic w a y of 
life” with “additional emphasis to 
our democratic ideals in contrast 
to totalitarian ideologies and prac­ 
tices.” 
The State Board of Education 
adopted a resolution to this effect 
at Monday’s meeting. There was 
no debate on the proposal, pre­ 
sented last month by board mem­ 
ber Robert Walker of Adena, and 
there were just two dissenters— 
P a u l Walker of Columbus a n d 
John W. Morrison af Aurora. 
Backers of the resolution said 
they don’t believe strong teaching 
efforts to contrast Americanism 
with Communism will conflict with 
Ohio’s so-called “Spirit of ‘76” 
law. The I a w requires that s t u- 
dents complete specified courses 
in the American way of life before 
they can be grounded in foreign 
ideologies. 
In another major action, the 
state board authorized an organ­ 
izational study of Ohio’s 800-plus 
school districts aimed at achiev­ 
ing more effective use of the funds 
available to the schools. The study 
including a review of relation­ 
ships 
among city,

and 
exempted village boards of edu­ 
cation, will be undertaken by the 
Ohio Department of Education.

Th e veins of th e leg h ave with in 
th em intricate little valves wh ich 
prevent any back flow of th e nor-1 
mal stream of blood as it goes to 
th e h eart. Wh en th ese valves are 
weakened, or fail to function, th e 
veins lose th eir lasticity and 
no 
longer can sustain th e pressure of 
th e blood. As th e blood begins to 
pool, th e veins distend and become 
tortuous or twisted. 
Our uprigh t position, th e pull of 
gravity , th e pressure of pregnancy , 
even th e pressure of tigh t garters, 
are aU factors th at can put a great­ 
er burden on th e veins as th ey car­ 
ry blood to th e h eart. 
Varicose veins can be an occupa­ 
tional1 h azard, too.

When these valves are 
weakened, or fail to function, the ,

the blood. As the blood begins to 
pool, the veins distend and become 
tortuous or twisted. 
Our upright position, the pull of 
gravity, the pressure of pregnancy, 
even the pressure of tight garters, 
are all factors that can put a great­ 
er burden on the veins as they car­ 
ry blood to the heart. 
Varicose veins can be an occupa­ 
tional hazard, too. People whos? 
work requires them to stand ail 
day tend to develop varicose veins 
Policemen, dentists, postal clerks 
sales clerks are all subject to this 
condition. 
The veins that are most often af­ 
fected lie close to the skin surface 
and are therefore noticeable. Be­ 
sides the unattractivenes of vat:- 
cose veins, there are the dull, ach­ 
ing, fatiguing cramps and p a i n 
associated with them. Physical ac­ 
tivity sometimes must be limited 
because of this distress. 
When varicose veins are neglect­ 
ed, they continue to progress and 
sometimes incapacitating compli­ 
cations develop. 
The choice of treatm ent for var­ 
icose veins is determined by the 
severity of the condition. There is 
fortunately, great hope for allevia 
tion and cure. 
Elastic stockings,

A wide variety of these solutions 


are available. They are carefully 
chosen for each individual and are 
sometimes very effeacious. 
Modern surgery for the removal 
of varicose veins has attained a 
great lever of safety and success. 
Before 
there 
is a decision 
to 
operate, a battery of tests is per­ 
formed to determine the exact con 
dition of the deeper veins of the 
legs. When

results of these 
tests indicate the advisability of 
surgery, the success of the opera­ 
tion is almost certain. The exact 
type of .surgery is. of course, the 
choice of the surgeon, based on 
his own judgement and experience.

As the Kennedys, JKK and Bob­ 
by, sit in the eye of the 
storm 
raised by a minority asking for 
status, rights and opportunity, the 
political career of their maternal 
grandparent, the famous John F. 
(Honey Fitz) Fitzgerald of Boston, 
must often be 
present 
in 
their 
minds. 
The tantalizing 
thing 
about 
Grampa Fitzgerald is that he was 
both a success and a failure as a 
politician. He ws a success as a 
symbol of something new in Bos­ 
ton, the break-through of a once- 
oppressed minority to power, eco­ 
nomic opportunity, and social de­ 
ference. But he was a failure when 
it came to getting significant laws 
passed — and in continuing to win 
political office for himself. 
In Boston, in the Nineties, the 
memebrs of the 
Irish 
minority 
were hardly without political pow­ 
er. They c o u l d win in the down­ 
town wards, and Honey Fitz, with 
the North End behind him, was no 
stranger to victory. He spent six 
years in the U. S. Congress as a 
rather lonely New England Dem­ 
ocrat. But the fact that a Fitzger­ 
ald from the North End could go to 
Washington did not really serve to 
• alleviate the feeling of the Boston 
I Irish that they were a proscribed 


I race. It was not until Honey Fitz 
drew a bead on the Boston City 
Hall — and then proceeded to be- 
I come Mayor in 1906 — that the 
Irish could believe they had a r­ 
rived. 
The sense of elation lasted for 
one two-year term , for in 1907 an 
obscure 
postmaster 
sent 
Honey 
Fitz back to private life. The fight 
to carry forward the symbolism of 
the victorious Irish had to be won 
all over again. Bat in the big bat­ 
tle for the new four-year term of 
office in 1910 Honey Fitz beat that 
paragon of Yankee blue-bloods, 
the banker Jam es Jackson Stor 
row, who has “ proper Bostonian” 
from away back. The battle was 
close, but it broke the power of 
Beacon Hill Yankeedom in Bos­ 
ton, probably forever. 
In office Honey Fitz was loved 
as a personality, and the crowds 
cheered 
the 
voice 
that 
made 
“Sweet Adeline” his own heraldic 
device. But the Fitzgerald term of 
office yielded only petty municipal 
triumphs, such as the substitution 
of gasoline-driven fire trucks for 
the old-time horse-drawn engines. 
A more ebullient and savage son of 
Irish immigrants, Jam es Michael 
Curley, had set up shop as Honey 
Fitz’ opponent, 
and 
Curley 
was 
too tough a fighter to be sidetrack­ 
ed. From this point on 
H o n e y 
Fitz was destined to disappoint­ 
ments. He was succeeded by Cur 
ley as Mayor in 1914, blocked by 
Curley from running again in 1917, 
and beaten by Henry Cabot Lodge 
for U. S. Senator in 1916. 
The significance of Honey Fitz, 
then, is one of symbolism p u r e 
and 
simple: 
he represents 
the 
turning point 
in social 
relations 
that resulted in the rise of a n e w 
ethnic group to the r i g h t s and 
privileges of 
first-class 
citizen­ 
ship. Honey Fitz could not capi­ 
talize politically in a n y personal 
way on his own symbolic triumph 
Two 
generations 
later 
Honey 
Fitz’s grandson finds himself com­ 
pelled by the inexorable sweep oi 
events to champion the cause of 
another ethnic group. 
No 
Presi­ 
dent with any sense of the mean­ 
ing of the reference in the Declar­ 
ation of Independence to the indi­ 
vidual's “ unalienable rights’ could 
dodge the 
responsibility of sup­ 
porting the Negro’s .suddenly ac­ 
tive claims to political and legal 
equality. If Honey Fitz’s grand­ 
son had paltered over the issues 
posed by the Negro’s demands, he 
w o ii I d not have the ghost 
of 
a 
chance of re-election in 1964. For 
he n e e d s 
the crucial 
ethnic 
swing vote in New York. Pennsy­ 


lvania, Illinois, and New England 
to win. 
Even so, this business cif being 
cast by h i s t o r y in the role of 
presiding at the break-through of 
a hitherto proscribed minority is 
not g o i n g to give John F. Ken­ 
nedy much opportunity to f i g h t 
for other things. If the 1963 a n 1 
964 sessions of Congress are to be 
given over to dealing 
with the 
massed 
and 
intricate pressures 
of civil r i g h t s , such issues as 
tax reform and proper response 
to the Cold War must get perfunc­ 
tory attention. A Kennedy im m ers­ 
ed in the business of fighting the 
b a t t l e of an ethnic group may

Machinery Readied 
To Boom Industry 


CLEVELAND (A P)— M embers 
of the newly created Ohio F inanc­ 
ing Commission will be busy to­ 
day m apping out plans for the 
s t a t e ’s 
industrial 
developm ent 
drive. 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes, who ap­ 
pointed the com m ission, planned 
to atend the organizational m eet­ 
ing at which the non-salaried com ­ 
m issioners 
will 
elect 
officers, 
adopt by-laws and arrange for a 
staff. 
The com m issioners are expect­ 
ed to take steps preparatory’ to 
creating a $40 million fund for 
loans 
to business and 
industry 
Their goals will be to attract new 
industry to Ohio, expand and m od­ 
ernize plants already here and do 
it without tapping the tax till. 
The com m issioners will m eet at 
the office of Squire, Sanders & 
Dem psey, 
the 
law 
firm 
which 
played a part in draw ing up the 
legislation for the financing plan. 
George Wilson, director of the 
state's 
D epartm ent 
of 
D evelop­ 
m ent, 
will be the com m ission’s 
secretary. He said he would tell 
the group th at he has hopes of 
establishing a m ortgage guarantee 
fund of $10 million, pledged by 
private sources, to serve as sec­ 
urity for the revenue bond issues.
